The announcement 
was made at the headquarters of the 
Salvation Army Home Service Ap- 
peal, which is carrying on an enroll- 
ment of the friends of the Salvation 
Army in Indiana from May 10 to 20. 
The1 enrollment, is being made to pro- 
vide support ftir the army, in this 
state the coming year.

Nearly half a million dollars will 


have been spent by the: army In the 
province composed of Indiana and 
Michigan during the twelve months 
ending May 31. Of this amount $308,- 
192 had been spent on January 31 
last and there remained a reserve cf 
$166,009 to be expended between then 
and the end of May, making a total 
for the year, of $474,201. 


In the liquidation of mortgages on 


the property of the army'$33,560 was 
expended. 
For the purchase and 


erection of new buildings, to accom- 
modate the greatly increased wori 
of the organization $37,200 was used 


The debt which presented the bit 


handicap to the organization in this 
province as well as in practically al 
others, was one which had grown oui 
of a long period of sacrifice, charitj 
freely given and insufficient support 
The necessary financial aid was not 
forthcoming to the iarmy, although II 
has been common custom for year; 
to send all applicants for public aid 
to the Salvation Army's local head- 
quarters.

With the contributions insufficient 


but unwilling to curtail its work or 
permit a single case of need to gc 
unaided the' organization mortgaged 
Its property in order to raise funds 
to keep the -good work going on. 
This circumstance has now been 
changed by a new plan of support 
which gives every good-fellow a 
chance to do something to.rard aid- 
ing the destitute and the unfortunate. 
Through the Home Service Appeal 
every friend of humanity and every 
admirer of the Salvation Army will 
be enrolled for an annual o£f3ring to 
keep up the work of salvation and 
make it unnecessary for the army 
to have to mortgage ils buildings 
again.
